Au  electric  wire  was  theu  placed  close 
to  tho  roots,  and  upon  the  applicauou  of  a 
powerful  current  of  electricity,  the  tongue 
wa*  severed  through  aud  oil.  The  opera¬ 
tion  was  entirely  **  ccess/uL 

Dr.  Cheever,  whose  specialty  is  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  caucere,  hud  immediate  direction. 
The  party  was  under  the  influence  of  ether 
two  hours  and  a  half.  Bat  the  most  ourious 
part  of  the  whole  case  is  the  fact  that  the 
patient  converses  easily  without  his  longue, 
making  him -elf  readily  Uuderetood.
